Oakland's firo and police fund faces a deficit of $10,000, according to the

Morse. The budget appropriation for the department last year was over one 
million dollars, and during the year $76,730 of unexpected expense, not pro- 
vided «b>r m the budget, which bad been "trimmed," were incurred. These 
expenses include $15.206 expended for the relief of influenza victims during 
the pcidcmic, the raises in wap:es of policemen and firemen through the 
police and firemen's amendment, and other expenditures made necessary 
suddenly.

to the end of the fiscal year with a shortage of $10,00(1 only is quite au 
achievement." 


The fiscal year ends July.l, when new funds will be available. There is 


ample money for salaries, as this hab already been appropriated by separate 
funds.
